The tafe of the Sutton and Gibson 
Jewelry Store, in the downtown 
district, was blown early today and 
cash and jewels, with an estimated 
value of between $75,900 and $125,- 
000 stolen. The robbers were be­ 
lieved to have worked throughout 
the night. 
The building was damage by th© 
explosion that wrecked the safe. 

Lust- 
garten, who make their homés and 
have their offices in the tAaildin 
were bound and kept under guar 
by one of the five robbers, while 
the others worked at the safe. 
Another physician^ who enter­ 
ed the building last night, also was 
bound to a chair. The robbery was 
effected at 7:30 a. m. 
During th© night the guard pass­ 
ed a bottle of whiskey to the lips 
of the physicians and at all times 
kept them informed of the progress 
being made in drilling the safe. 
At C> a. A. a negro porter en­ 
tered the srore. He was trussed 
up with the other three cautives. 
“We didn’t expect all this com 
pany and we’re running out of 
rope,” the guard complained. 
Shortly before the explosion, the 
guard gagged all his captives. Ten 
minutes after, one of the'physici- 
ans worked free and ’ summoned 
police.

Driver Claims Death 
Of Woolsey Was 
An Accident 


BODY DRAGGED 
BY MACHINE 


Fear the Cause of His 
Silence, Colburn 
Tells Police '?« 


MIAMI, FI»., F.b. 28.—(AP)— 
George Colburn, 39, a Miami Beach 
realtor, today confessed responsi­ 
bility for the death of Milthoime 
Woolsey, former New York financ­ 
ier, who was run down and killed 
by an automobile the 
night 
of 
January 19, police announced. 
Colburn was arrested in Orlando, 
Fla., Saturday. 
Three men, whose names were 
withheld, have been arrested on 
suspicion of having attempted to 
Blackmail him. The mutilated body 
of Mr. Woolsey was found in a 
vacant lot the morning of January 
20. 
Police said it apparently 
had 
been dragged there after the aged 
man was struck and killed by the 
automobile. 
Colburn told police the killing of 
Mr. Woolsey was accidental. 
He 
said he was driving home shortly 
after midnight when his vision was 
blinded by a newspaper that blew 
into his face. 
He felt his car 
strike something but speeded on 
when he saw what he believed to 
be another automobile, because he 
feared an attempted hold-up. Some 
blocks farther on he stopped his 
car and the body of Mr. Woolsey 
dropped from the bumper, he said. 
Seised with fear he said he drove 
to his apartment telling only his 
mother of the accident. 
She ad­ 
vised him to inform the authori­ 
ties, but he said he was afraid to 
do so. 
Police say they obtained their 
first clue to the identity of the 
driver of the automobile from one 
of the three men held on suspicion 
of having attempted 
to 
obtain 
money from Colburn as the price 
of silence.

Dr. McRee discussed the situ­ 
ation at length, giving a survey 
of the necessary precaution and 
work in a statement to be made to 
the public. 
I)r. McRee made the following 
statement concerning the situation: 
“There are three essentials for 
the growth and reproduction of 
disease germs, they are heat, food 
and moisture. Th© spring time of­ 
fers these by giving us sunshine 
for heat, the accumulated waste 
for food, and abundant rain for 
the moisture. 
Only one of these 
is under our control, waste. 
We 
can clean up our premises and al­ 
leys, and thereby deprive them of 
their food. 
“Malaria—Yes, it's time also to 
think about this enemy 
in the 
spring time, for the essentials for 
its growth and reproduction are 
aiso presented to us in the spring­ 
time. 
They are, heat, food and 
moisture. 
“The spring sunshine gives the 
heat, an infected human being (a 
carrier) the food, and the tin cans 
and ponds furnish the moisture for 
the propagation of the mosquito.

Not long ago a ten-year-old New York City boy 
died from this horrible disease.

; caused the able Commissioner of Health to call a 
f conference of physicians and veterinarians to plan 
in me 
! for the establishment of stations where dogs can be 
¡ immunized against rabies. 
Commissioner Harris announced that during the 
I first six months of 1026, 7,030 persons were bitten 
i by dogs. 
Of course, the other animals, except cato, 
capable of transmitting the disease, are not found 
in the city. So the problem there is to guard against 
• mad dogs. 
tt seems 395 biting dogs were examined during the same period. 
’ Two hundred positive cases of rabies were found in these examinations.
